THE HTZEL MURDERS. 



Latest Developments — Evidence Ac- 
cumulating Against Holmes, 
the Accused. 



Discovery of Bones in a Fireplace 
in His Boom in 
Chicago. 



Toiionto, July 20.— Tho bodieB of Alloa 
and littlo Nellie Pitzal have at last found a 
resting plaoo. This uftornoon two small 
graveB wore opened in St. Jumoa' oemotory 
and In them tho victims were laid. Two 
children's hotirsea left Humphrey's estab- 
lishment and met a closed oarriage contain- 
ing the mother, Mrs. Pitzel, Dotootivos 
Grior and Cuddy. The mother, although 
ooarcely equal, after hor exporicaco of yes- 
terday, to tho task of leaving hur apart- 
inonts, insisted on participating in the last 
sad rites. A short burial sorvico was held 
at tho graves. 

Tho oaso which the Canadian authorities 
hnvn against Holmes is very complete, and 
is much stronger than that whioh the Phila- 
delphia authorities havo. HolmeB is traced 
from the States to this city with the chil- 
dren. His identity Is established at tho 
Palmer House, and that of tho ohildron at 
tho Albion. Then both tho murderer and 
his victims aro recognized at tho very scene 
of the crime, not by one witness, but by 
several. Hie motive for committing tho 
deed lay in tho fact that Mra. Pltzel was in 
tho city and might at any time meet tho 
ohildron on tho Btreet. Again, HolmeB bor- 
rowed a spado on the last doy tho two girls 
were seen alive, giving his reason that he 
wanted to mako a pit for some potatoes. 
This, shown to be palpably false, and his 
going away next duy are all strong corrobor- 
ative facts. The finding of toys belonging 
to the littlo girls and of the partially burned 
olothing of the girla is also a double link in 
the chain. 

Yeotorday Mrs. Pitzel identified the 
bodies of the two children found In the cel- 
lar on Sb. Vincent atroot as thoae of hor 
girls Alice and Nellie. The latter she 
Identified by her hair and tho former by a 
peculiarity of tho uppor front teeth. She 
was not allowed to see any other parts of 
the bodies, aa both were in suoh an ad- 
vanced etate of decomposition that they 
thought tho shook would derange her. The 
Inquest on the body of Alice, tho eldeBt 
girl, was reaumod at the police court last 
night. 

Chicago, July 20.— The police found last 
night in a stove In the houue formerly occu- 
pied by H. H. Holmes, tho alleged mur- 
derer of the PitzelB, a quantity of charred 
human bones and part of a watch chain 
formerly owned by Minnie Williams. The 
obain was identified by the jeweler who 
made it. Another important discovery was 
mado to-day, during the search in the old 
storo occupied by Hulmea, In whioh tho 
bodies wore said to have been found. Whilo 
examining this store tho police found Bovoral 
shoe buttonn and the charred portion of a 
woman's shoo withaaveralshredsand olothos, 
portions of a " hook and eye." It was ru- 
mored that several more bones had been 
discovered, but this was denied. All 
parts of the house were thoroughly 
gone over in the hunt for clues, 
the Intorost, however, centering In the col- 
lar. The pluco was in a filthy condition, 
being piled full or old boxes and all Borts of 
rubbish. Tho examination of the largo ash 
grato of the Holmes house resulted in an- 
other startling discovery, when two more 
bonos roBembllng human ones were found 
among the refuBO. The bones wore badly 
burned and wore handled with great care 
to prevent their breaking. 

The finding of the supposed ribs with the 
burned woman's shoe, tho buttons and tho 
pleco of cloth, is considered by tho police as 
practically proving that at least a portion of 
tho body of a woman had boon cremated. 
Late this afternoon a bunoh of human hair 
was found in the chimney of Holmes' houso 
by sovejal newspaper reporters. Tho stove- 
pipe had boen taken down, and clinging to 
tho bricks of tho chimuey was found a quan- 
tity of hair. Tito polico wore notified, and 
on examination the hair found waa pro- 
ununoed as th»t of a womanB. 

The discovery was conaidorod of tho 
greatest importance by tho detectives in 
ibargo of iho case. They had been soaroh- 
ng for a hidden well, in which it was 
nought tho bodieB might havo been buried. 
When thewoliwas oponod a quantity of 
g-ts iush<d out into the cellar, overpowering 
:he so»roiier3. O.io of tho laborers rushed_to 
h-ir assistauco and striking a match an ex- 
ploiinn followed. Four men wero carried 
na b .rlly burned, but contrary to first re 
ports, it is not thought that any wore 
fif.'ly injured. Searoh was immediately 
resumed by unothor force of mon. It was 
it lirs^ I hought by the officers in ohargo 
that thi discharge was oausod by dynamito. 
I'ney hi.D'i'y surmised that a trap had boon 
laid by H dmtS to prevent tho possibility of 
i discovery of the bodies BiippoBed to bo 
nuried thoie. Among tho dobria found in 
r,he house was a bottle of oarbolio acid, 
wh'ch g»vo riBO to a wild rumor thnt- opiatea 
had bomi discovered with othor ovidonco 
which proves that Holmes had killed his 
victima with poison and aftorwards burned 
their bodies. Tho police, however, laughed 
ab tho Rtory and declared that tho carbolic 
ucid had boon probably uocd hb a disin- 
fectant. 

Philadelphia, July 20. — The Proes to- 
day prints an interview with Holmes, who 
Insists that ho can provo an alibi with re- 
ference to tho murder of tho Pitzel ohildron 
In Toronto. Ho says the authoribicB oannot 
prove that Pitzel was murdered in this city. 
Iu view of tho finding in Chicago of a char- 
red body supposed to bo that of Minnie Wil- 
liams, Holmes Bays : " I am aa innocent bb 
a now born buby of the ohargo of murdering 
tho Pilzsl children. Tho last time I saw tho 
boy, Howard Pitzel, it woe in Indianapolis, 
MIsb Willlama was thon in Detroit. We 
had arranged that she should take Howard 
East, bo ono afternoon I sent tho boy to her 
In Detroit, and ahe took Howard East and 
stoppod at Buffalo. I went E-ist with tho 
two girls and finally wound up at Toronto. 
Wo had boon there a ahort time when my 
wife arrived, ilho know nothing of tho ex- 
istence of tho Pitzel ohildron. Mrs. Pitzel, 
Donsa and tho baby emtio to Toronto shortly 
after. Noithor MrB. Pitzel, my wife, nor Alioo 
and Nellie Pitzel knew of eaoh othor'u 
presence in that city. Mrs, Pitzel was then 
vory delioate. Tho man Hatch was in 
Toronto at tho time. I finally deolded to 
aond Alloo and Nellie Pltzol on to Niagara 
Falls, whore Minnie Williams and Howard 



wore. I had quito a hard time keeping the 
children's preBence hidden from Mrs. Pitzel. 
I succeeded, howov»r. I escorted them to 
the railway station, the four of us got on 
tho train and I rode probably a milo out of 
the city with the ohildren. When 1 waa 
about to got off tho train Hatch suggested 
that ho accompany the girls a fow stations 
farther ao there would not bo any mlstako 
about their tickets. Nellie and Alice were 
traveling on half faros, and ho oan tell whoro 
they can bo found if anybody oan. I came 
back to Toronto ahout 4 o'clock in tho after- 
noon, and four houra lator Mrs. Pilzsl 
and the two ohildren had bjarded the train 
for Burlington, as it was thought better that 
she should rest in somo quiot, healthy 
place. Before leaving Toronto for Burling- 
ton with my wife next morning I mot Hatch; 
but thoro was no question asked 
about tho children, ao I wancod the mutter 
kopt from my wife. Whon wo arrivod at 
Ogdensburg, on our way to Burlington, Mrs. 
Pltzol wbb there. After sending my wifo to 
a hotel I went to boo Mra. Pitzel. Hatch 
came to town in a taw days and rented a 
vacant house, whero he put in a bed, chair 
and a littlo stove. Hatch never lived in a 
hotel. All our trunks wero taken to this 
house and kopt there until we left for Bur- 
lington. One afternoon I took Mra. Pitzol 
to Hatoh's house and showed hor tho trunks, 
ono of which needed mending. She aaw tho 
bod. chair and littlo stove and can tell 
about it to this day. Wo stayed at Ogdouo- 
burg for ovor a week and thon went to Bur- 
lington. Mr. Hatch went to Montroal to 
attend to some business. Hatch and I 
wore eDgaged in buying furs and 
other goods and smuggling thorn 
aoroos tho border When wo 
wero about two weeks in Burlington, or 
throe weoka after the two Pitzoi girls had 
loft Toronto, I went to tho telegraph o ill aa 
to wiro Hatch in Montreal to go to Niagara 
Falls, and the Pitzel children and Miss 
Williams went off to Europe I had written 
a message and was about to hand it to the 
operator whoa Hatch walked into the office. 

" lb waB a surprise to me to see him there 
when I was under the impression that he 
was buying stuff in Montroal. Where he 
had been since I left Ogdonaburg up to that 
time I don't know. I wish I did, and don't 
think this prison would be my home to-day 
If I knew. The district attorney, superin- 
tendent and ail tho Insurance poeple will tell 
you Hatch is a myth. The insurance officors 
and agontB know better. Why, I had 
scarcely thought of the occurrence in the 
telegraph otfice in Burlington, when one 
day last December Peary, tho insurance 
agent, aakod rae who the man was I meb in 
tho telegraph office. I anBWored Hatch. 
Tho company's detectlvoa tracked me all 
throcgh tho country, although I tried my 
beat to avoid them. They know very well 
who Hatoh is, as they know he was in Bur- 
lington. I am also poaitive that they know 
much moro about hla movements than I do. 
Going back to Toronto again and finding tho 
two bodies In the cellar of tho St. Vincent 
street house, I can aay with all confidence 
I oan prove an alibi to any charge that may 
bo brought against me there. I oan get Bix 
of the bent known business men to ewear I 
oould not have rented the house whero the 
bodies were found at the time stated. 
Hatuh may have treated the ohildren all 
right, but where did they get to If not to 
London with Minnie Willlama ? I am eager 
to go to Toronto and stand my trial for the 
murdor of Nellie and Alice Pitzal." 

Mra. Howard, wifo No. 3 of H. H. 
Holmes, arrived in this oity lust night in 
response to Distriob Attorney Graham's dis- 
patch. She is being closely guarded from 
interviews and no information will be given 
as to her whereabouts. On Monday oho is 
expected to have a conference with Mr. 
Graham for the purpose of throwing some 
light on Holmes' movements in Toronto and 
elsewhero.

The oountry districts turn out oven more 
uniformly bad for the Liberals than ihe 
borougha. When plaooa llko Swanfloi and 
Cardiff, which havo been unfailingly Lib 
oral since the reform bill of 1832, go Tory, 
anything oan happon. The uoa-s «f the 
buccobb of Campbell Binnerman, »xsioie. 
tary of state for war, In S erllng, w,.b 
loudly cheered at the Lberale'ube, and 
speculation wero rifj if ho would con «Bt 
tho leadership of the party In tho Dext 
houso with Harcourt and Aequith, though 
It Booms a poor onough honor to struggle 
for. 

Rb. Hon. Herbort Atquith, who was sea- 
rotary for home affaire, was re-elected for 
East Fifoshire by an inor^oed majority. 
Tho Midlothian division of Edinburghshire, 
represented by William E. Gladstone elnco 
1880, romalna Liberal, although by do- 
creaBed majority. 

Tho Memorial Diplomatique of Paris an- 
nounces thab the Duke of Saxo Coburg and 
Gotha will resign tho dukodom in Ootober 
next. 

Tho Privy Council has granted tho oity 
of Toronto railway special loavo to appeal 
from tho decision of tho Supremo Court o 
Canada, dismissing the appollantB 1 action to 
recover tho amount paid for customs due 
levied on steel rallB. 

Tho Porto has requested tho poworB to 
insist that the Bulgarian government sup- 
press tho revolutionary committees of the 
Macedonians at Sofia and elsewhere. The 
rapproohoment of RasBla and Bulgaria is 
oausing auxioty horo.

Everything in Readiness, But Sena- 
tors Power and Scott Proved 
to Be Obstructionists. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, July 20.— Lord Aberdoon don- 
ned his Windsor uniform this afternoon, 
tho Guards were drawn up iu front of the 
central toner ; such representatives of Ot- 
tawa aociety aa tho midBummor hngira had 
loft in town were out in their bost ; and all 
waa in readineas for tho prorogation of par- 
liament this aftornoon. But tho ceremony 
had to be postponed until Monday, much to 
tho chagrin of tho partioB named, and all 
because two monib'irs of tho Senate had 
mudo up thoir minds to block tho HudBon 
Roy railway bill in that ohamber. After 5 
o'olook came, without a reaBonaablo prospect of 
getting tho bill through, Premier Bowellgrow 
rather angry. He censured tho obstinate tactics 
of tho opposition rather sovoroly, and re- 
criminations ensued between Sir Mackenzie 
and Senator Soott. This did not mend 
matters. Senator Power oamo to hla 
loader's rescue and simply talked the bill 
out until six o'clock. Then the military 
men wore ordered back to barracks, the 
ladies in waiting drove off in thoir carriages 
and Sir MackeDzlo Bowell requested the 
Senators to stay in town and fight the 
matter out all next week if necossary. ' To- 
night the Senate met again and got pretty 
well through the bill, ao thab prorogation 
will probably take placo on Monday. 

Sir William Van Home and ox-Judge

Law Reform. 



Britain's New Commander in-Chief— 
Salaries of Salisbury's 
Cabinet-Sport. 



London, Jnly 20.— Many American poli- 
ticians here are deeply interestod and sur- 
prised at the English oleotions and the way 
the public and the papora take the nowa. 
They are astonished at seeing laborers driven 
to the polls in elegant equipages with a 
ooaohtaan and footman in livery, and they 
have been amazed at the brutality diaplayed 
at different places. For instance, bb Lord 
and Lady Mountmorria were entering their 
carriage at the Mile End road after the 
declaration of the poll, a man rushed for- 
ward oalllng out, "She's the one that did 
it," and struck Lady Mountmorria in the face 
with his fist, knocking her down. So great 
was tho force of the blow that her ladyship 
remained unconscious for some time. 

THE NEW PARLIAMENT 

will have a dear Tory majority over all the 
groups, including tho Liberal Unionists. 
The things voted down and out here are 
sumptuary theories— trades union politics 
and socialistic experimentation. The things 
postponed from present consideration are 
Home Rule, the disestablishment of the 
English ahnrch and tho abolition or altera- 
tion of the Houso of Lords, Tho matters 
broufcilt to the front are reform in the poor 
laws policy, a large rather than thin local 
liberty for Ireland, vigorous colonial devel- 
opment, and oventually bimetallism. The 
leaders of both parties have given assur- 
ances that no change neod be expected in 
the unaffected friendship of Great Britain 
toward the government and people of the 
United States. 

Tho Times publlBheB a lottcr explaining 
the defeat of Mr. Richard Everett, who has 
represented Southeast Suffolk in the Liberal 
interest for Beveral yoara in parliament. 
Mr. Everett introduced u bill in February 
last to have Great Britain appoint delegates 
to the monetary conforenco, and it was prin- 
cipally owing to this action that Senator 
Waloott, of Colorado, paseod a resolution 
by which tho United States appointed dele- 
gates to tho conference. Acoording to a 
Btory in tho Times Mr. Everett's bi-metal- 
liam waa not the cause oi the defeat, which 
was brought about by tho faob that ho had 
advooated tho paseago of a local veto 
measure. 

Prince Francis of Took, whose reckless 
plunging on tho turf haa long boon notori- 
uf, has finally landed into a sorapo. Al- 
hi'Ugh he and hiB family aro poor, he re- 
oemly bet £10,000 to £1,000 with a well- 
fenown book-maker on a horso whioh was 
generally regarded as an absolute certainty.

Cowichan Jimmy has boon committod for 
trial on a oharge of murderously anaoulting 
Boston Tommy, who is still in danger and 
may die from the effects of his beating. 
Both Indians were drinking when the row 
took place. 

Tho London, Ont., Free Preaa of July 13 
contained the following : The officials of 
the Adelaide Street Baptist church, ever 
since the resignation of Rev. Mr. Mitchell 
aomo weeka ago, have been oarefully looking 
around for a successor to him in the pastor- 
ate. A vory strong aentiment has been 
worked up in favor of Rev. Mr. Best, of 
New Westminster, B. C, who is dBsoribed 
as an able and eloquent pulpit orator and 
minister. A vote of tho congregation will 
be taken on Sunday next as to whether a 
call shall be extended to him or not, and if 
the ballot Is noarly unanimously favorable it 
is understood he will accept the invitation. 

The great run of Bookeyes began entering 
the river late last evening and the rush was 
still on whon the nets were withdrawn this 
morning for the weekly oloao season. The 
boats at the mouth of the river averaged 
from 100 to 4G0, the latter being the higheBt 
recorded.

THREE TIMES XILLED- 

The Unique Distinction Enjoyed by Darld 
Christie Murray-Ms Closest Call. 

In view of Mr. David Christie Murray's 
farewell talk at the A.O.U.W. hall next 
Friday evening, when he will doal largely 
with his exciting experiences andodventurea 
during tho Rusao-Turklah war, the follow- 
ing extraot from Muneey's Magazine for 
July may prove interesting : 

"David Christie Murray, tho English 
novelise who is now paying America a visit, 
has ncjoyod what ho calls ' the unenviable 
privilege of being throo timea killed,' and 
has on oach occasion read his own obituary 
Doticsa in the nowapapora. Ho waa shot at 
Stiumla, in tho earlier part of tho Russo- 
Turkish war, and learned what a pity it waB 
that so brilliant and promising o career as 
his own should havo boon brought to a pre- 
mature close. Many years later, on tho 
authority of tho English press, ho was killed 
and eaten by the savago tribeB that haunt 
tho shores of theGulfof Carpentaria, though 
as a mattor of faob ho was at tho time living 
SBugly and cheerfully with tho roformod 
canuibal of tho Maori ReBorve, in what ia 
known as the King'8 Country of Now Zsa- 
land. On yet a third occasion, by tho favor 
of some ingenious reporter of tho Pacifio 
slope, ho was mysteriously murdered in San 
Francisco, and was mournodforsome monthB 
by his friends in England, until his return 
from ono of his strango and silent wander- 
ings. 

" What ho himself oountB the narrowest 
of many eaoapos from real danger happened 
thus. Ho was on the march with tho great 
army tf relief towards Plevna, and at Gorni 
Dubnik, eight miloa from tho besieged 
stronghold, he lay alone in a Bulgarian cot- 
tage. Ha had endured a Bevoro attack of 
aamp fever a few months earlier, and tho 
hardships of the maroh had brought on a 
recurrence of the malady. Ho lay on the 
brick floor of tho cottngo, with his saddle 
for a pillow, and all day long saw and hoard 
the army marahiug by. Being utterly un- 
able to move, he bad roslguod himself to bo 
loft behind in a region almost wholly do- 
sertod by peaceful inhabitants, and given 
over, in tho absence of the regular troops, 
to hands of murderous marauders. 

" He Buddonly remembered that in his 
holsiors ho had a packet of quinine and a 
flask of rum, Ho was so woakened by tho 
fevoi that ib was a mabter of infinite dilli 
oulty to got at them ; bub at last ho suc- 
ceeded in doing so. ReBolvod that it was v. 
question of kill or euro, he mixed I ha whole 
quantity of quinine — for whioh he had paid 
live francs in Constantinople — with a part 
of tho oontonta of the flaBk, and drank the 
medicine. It sent him to sleep, and whon 
ho awoko an hour or two later, ib waa from 
a dream that he had boen hanging in the 
groat boll at Westminster, and that the 
hammer had been striking upon it at regu- 
lor intervals of pulsation. Suoh waa the 
effect of the tremondoua doso he had takon, 
that every beat of hia pulse waa like tho 
shattering of a shell in his brain. It was 
kill or cure, Indeed, but he slept again, and, 
awakening towards nightfall, with every 
sign of fovor banished, found strength 
onough somehow to saddle aud mount his 
horso. Spurring on through the rain, he 
was In time to join the rear guard of the 
army as ib passed in at the gate of Plevna."

A USEFUL REPORT. 



The Sixteenth Annual Roporb of the 
British Columbia Board of Trade is compre- 
hensive and well written. It shows clearly 
that tho intereat of the Board in the pro- 
gress of the Province haa born active, aad 
that its inquiries have been well direoted. 
It baa kept the traok of the development of 
every ono of the resources of British Oolum< 
bia, and has marked the progress of all its 
industries. Tho Report shows that tho 
Board of Trade has boon of tho greatest use 
to the Provinoe, and the reflecting reader 
can see that if its energies continue to bo 
vigorously exerted and intelligently directed 
the Board oan bo made still more useful In ad. 
vanoing its interests and stimulating its pro 
gross. It is, indeed, hard to over-estimate 
the value to the whole community of the 
labors of a body of intelligent, energetic 
men deeply interested in the welfare of the 
Provinoe who keep a watohful oyo on the 
advancement of its material interests, and 
are ready on all proper occasions to mark 
Improvement, to stimulate progross and to 
direot attention to suplneness and want of 
interest In the general welfare. 

In the report before us tho Board of Trade 
direota attention to the improvements made 
—chiefly by private enterprise and energy 
—at the outer wharf, to tho progress made 
in lighting, buoying and dredging of Vic- 
toria and Nanaimo harbors, It also reminds 
theGovernment that the light attho entrance 
of Baynos Sound is not satisfactory, and 
that other aids to navigation are still under 
tho consideration of the Government. We 
fear that tho reminder is too mild and indl- 
reot to attract the attention of departmental 
officials. The Board of Trade should know 
by this f 'mo that if tho proposed improvements 
that the safoty of navigation and tho con- 
venience of trade require ara not promptly 
made the Government should be romindod 
of its slaoknosa ond its ncgloot In tho plain- 
est and the most forcible terms. When a 
body of influential and earnest men who 
havo a praotlcal knowledge of tho neods of 
tho ProvinaT) ask for what is roasonablo and 
for whit in justice it ought to have, it is not 
good for thorn to mince matters and to ask 
for what they havo a right to with bated 
breath and whispered humbleness. They 
•should speak out boldly and loavo the Gov- 
ernment no exouso for continued neglect. 

In this matter of aids bo navigation thin 
I'rovinco has boon neglected. Its coaot 
should be better lighted than it is, and its 
harbors and ohannolo ahould bo bettor sup- 
plied with those safeguards of navigation 
that are oonsidorod on tho Eastern 
■lde of tho Dominion indiBponsable. When 
tho Board of Trado in all that portains to 
tho oafo navigation of the coast, and the 
soourlby of bho harbors of tho Province, acts 
as the mouthploco of tho community, and 
makes its wanta known in no faltering tone, 
it porforms one of its most imporbanb func- 
tions. British Columbia is the maritime 
Province of tho Paoific Coast. Ita import- 
ance a9 such 1b already considerable, aB tho 
Roport shows, ond it Is certain rapidly to 
Inorease. Tho Department of Marino and 
Fisheries should bhoreforo glvo it all tho at- 
tontion it requires, and In supplying ita 
wontB it ohould be noithor dilatory nor 
niggardly. 

Wo aro ploasod to soe that tho Board of 
Trade attachos muoh importance to the rail- 
way development of tho Provinoo. Rail- 
ways are in a poouliar sonso a nocossity in 
Britisn Columbia. If lb Is to advance, if its 
rosourcos aro to bo proporly dovoloped and 
if trade is to flourish within its boundB, rail- 
ways muab bo conBtruotod in all parts of lb. 
Tho Board of Trado ovidontly sees this, for 
it glveB an aooounb of tho roads latoly com- 
pleted and of thoeo whioh aro projootcd. In 
encouraging railroad oonstruotion within 
reasonable bounds, and in improsslng upon 
the Government of this Dominion that it 
should in justice bo as gonorous In g'^lng 
aid to railways in this Provlnco as it ha B 
been to those of Eaatorn Canada, the Boatd 



of Trado will be conferring a great benefit) 
on the whole of its inhabitants. Here 
again it would not be good policy meroly to 
hint thoir wiahes. British Columbia is a 
largo contributor to tho rovenuo of tho Do- 
minion, and it is nothing but fair that It 
should be at least as well treated in this 
respect aa tho most favored province In tho 
Dominion. 

As might be expected, a considerable 
part of the Report la devoted to tho consid- 
eration of the mining interests of tho Pro- 
vince. Che account it eivea of mining dis- 
coveries and mining operations is cheering. 
It ohowa that a llvoly interest haB been 
awakoucd in the developmonb of our mineral 
reaouroos and thut thoro uro good grounds 
for that interest. Uncertainty as to the 
mineral wealth of British Columbia has dia 
appeared. It is now known to bo rich, no 
only in tho precious metals, but in mlnoral 
produots of almost all kinds. The extent of 
its mineral wealth ia not yet known, but 
thoro aro indications which lead to tho be- 
lief that it is literally " unbounded.' 1 Tho 
board of Trade doeB woll when it does what 
it oan to dissomlnute rollablo information 
relative to British Columbia's minos and 
minerals. 

Wo aro ploasod to soo that tho Board of 
Trado has faith iu the fisheries of tho Pro- 
iueo, not only in the salmon fishery and 
seal hunting industry— miBcalled a tiahory 
— which are well established, but in 
tho doop sea fiahory, which is only begin- 
ning to bo developed. In this fishery wo 
aro Batistiod British Columbia has a Bourco 
of wealth whioh will novor be oxhauatod. 
The cold storage industry, which is in theae 
days essential to tho development of the 
deep 3oa fishery, has alroady been estab- 
lished, and it is bound to grow. Cold 
storage Is a valuable adjuuot to other indus- 
tries besides, that of fishing, and it ia ono of 
tho signs of_the progress of tho Province that 
two establiBhmenta, ono in Victoria and ono 
in Vancouvor, are in full working ordor. 
Tho progress of agrieulturo is recorded 
in tho Board of Trade's roport, and its 
prospijots hopefully alluded to. Tho 
a ivanoemont which the manufactures 
of the country have mado, is pointed out 
and information is given with respect to the 
Government surveys of lnnds hitherto unex- 
plorod. Information ia alao given rolatlvo 
to education, colonization and immigration. 
Appended to the Report 1b a very intereat- 
log lotter from tho Minister of Immigration 
on the last mentioned subject, in which ho 
thowa how colonists oan be settled on the 
Government lands of the Province. It will 
bo sesn from what the Minister says that 
all reasonable encouragement is given to tho 
aottlera and every facility possible extended 
to thorn, but they are not to be coddled. 
The appendix to tho Roport contains de- 
tailed information reapooting tho Provlnco 
whioh Intondlng Bottlers and those desirous 
of being informed as to tho atato of advance- 
ment at whioh the Provlnco has arrived will 
find valuable.

THE QUEEN'S PRIZE. 

The ambition of Canadian riflemen for the 
past quarter of a oontury was attained yes- 
terday, when Private T. H. Hayhurst wen 
tho crowning honor of tho National Rill • 
Association meoting at Blaloy — Her M j^siy 
tho Queen's munifieont prizo of £250 and 
the Gold Medai and Gold Badge awarded by 
the Association in tokeu of the viotory. 
Quoon Victoria haa presented thia gift annu- 
ally sineo the establishment of tho Associa- 
tion in 1860, but so keen haa tho competition 
been, by tho hoBt of export riflemen now 
numborlng upwards of two thousand who havo 
gathered every year at Wimbledon and Bis 
ley, that it ia not surprising that no Cana 
dian has hitherto aohiovod tho diatlnotion 
of winning it. Tho pri/.anoxtin valua— that 
of £100 presented by tho Prlnco of Wales 
haa four times come to Canada, a noteworthy 
coincidence bolng that tho Thirteenth Bat 
talion, of Hamilton, to whioh Private Hay 
hurat belongs, was tho first to secure it ; her 
ohampiou theD, in 1879, boing tho present 
commanding ollicor, Liout. -Col. Hon. J. M. 
Gibson. Tho Kolaporo Cups, for team shoot- 
ing, havo frrquontly oomo this way. Last 
year Canada scoured tho St. Georgo'a Cha> 
longo Vase and Gold Cruas, a priz-3 in 
oidor of merit second only to the Queen's, 
for whioh on that occasion Mitchell of Can- 
ada was fifth. A few yoars beforo Davidson 
had finished fourth, tho highest plaoo ever 
attained by a Canadian until yoatorday. 

The Bucceaaive victories and tho always 
orcdltablo performances of hor ropreaenta- 
tlvos have drawn great attention to Canada 
on tho part of those who intoroBt themeelvea 
in volunteering and in riflo shooting— 
notably tho best olemout in tho population 
of the United Kingdom. Ono result of tho 
favorable roputation tho Dominion thus 
sooured, haa been that aovoral of tho oxpert 
riflemen of England and Scotland havo made 
Canada their home. Naturally they have 
taken part in tho shooting competitions hero, 
and to win a placo on our Bisley toam haB 
meant for them o very accoptablo oppor- 
tunity if visiting thoir old homes. To thiB 
olaas Private HayhurBt belonga ; bub the 
fact that ho ia a Canadian by rcoent adoption 
rather than by birth ahould not ofleot the 
recognition whioh upon Iub return will un- 
doubtedly be shown him for the high honor 
he has won.

It ia amusing to see how quickly and 
easily somo peoplo would settlo the Mani- 
toba 'school question.

FORMOSAN REPUBLIC. 

It (joes Into History as the Most Short Lived 
Republic That Ever Existed. 

Washington, July 20. — Tho state de- 
partment has rocoived from Minister Denby, 
at Peking, a dispatch, dated Juno 13, con- 
corning tho late republic of Formosa. Ho 
gave a translation of tho offioial declaration 
of indepondonco of Formosa, and says : 

" Tho ' republic will go into history aa 
tho moat ahort-iived govornmont that ovor 
existed. The Japaneso have takon Koal- 
ing, which is only 18 mileB from tho capital, 
Tarpelfu, and order there will soon bo re- 
stored. Ex Governor Tang was inaugurated 
on the 25th of May, and he and his cabinet 
have already loft the island, and it is ques- 
tionable whether tho peoplo are at all con- 
corned at tho change of govornmont of tho 
island. The movement for independence 
was organizod by tho officials. 

"There aro 50,000 Chineso in Formosa. 
They are all armod. Many of theso braves 
aro now in Amoy fighting foreigners. Tho 
lorta at Kc&ling wero, ua Is usual with Chi- 
neso forts, indofonsiblo in tic roar, though 
thoy wero very atrong on t.io seaside, and 
wero provided with Armstrong, Krupp and 
machine guns." 

The Formosan declaration of independence 
rocitoa that tho Japaueso havo allrontod 
China by annexing Formosa ; that the peo- 
lo aro resolved to dio beforo they will servo 
tho enemy, and havo dotermined in council 
to convert Formosa into u republic. It is 
said frequont conferences havo been held 
with foroign powers, who hold that tho poo 
pie of Formosa must establish their indo- 
pendonco beforo the powers will assist thorn. 

THRILLING EXPERIENCE. 

Train Bashes Through a Burning Trestle 
Just Before Its Collapse. 

Utioa, July 20. — Tho paasengers on tho 
Montreal oxprees, on tho Adirondack A. St 
Louis railroad, due Thursday evening at 
Utloo, had a thrilling oxperlenco. As tho 
train rounded a curve on a hoavy down 
grado, Boven miles ubove tho Fulton chain 
of lakeB, where ex-Presidont Harrison is 
Bponding tho summer, Engineer William 
BraSBel, of Utioa, oaw 500 foot in front 
of him a trestle a quarter of a mile 
long enveloped in flamos. Tho flamos 
wero shooting twenty foot above tho traok. 
It was impossible to atop tho train beforo 
tho trestle was roachod. With lightning 
like decision tho engineer throw tho throttle 
wide open. The train ruBhed swuying 
through the flames and stopped safe on tho 
other sido.

A Killing Muster Believes It Dauceroua 
For Women. 

Since tho appearance on ono of our 
u venues :i few days a.^o of u woman rid- 
ing a horse astride thoro lias heen the 
usual discussion attending any innova- 
tion in Buffalo. Investigation at the lo- 
cal riding schools proves that thoro are 
a number of society girls taking up this 
now fad, which of course it is at the 
present time. Whether or not it has 
como to stay remains to bo seen. 

People who know very littlo about 
riding are under the impression that the 
crosswise riding for women is not so 
dangerous. Harold St. John, a local rid- 
ing master, is authority for the state- 
ment that riding astride is much more 
dangerous than the way women have 
been accustomed to ride in the past and 
explains it in the following way: 

"A woman has more of a grip in the 
sidesaddle than in a man's saddle," ho 
said. "A man wouldn't have for the 
reason that from the hips down a man 
has more weight than a woman. A wom- 
an's weight is mostly from the hips up. 
So the weight that would keep a man 
from being thrown in an emergency 
wouldn't be of the slightest use for a 
woman. Thou, too, from the hips to the 
knees a man's leg is longer ; consequent- 
ly ho can clinch the sido of the horse 
and keep from being thrown in this 
way, while a woman couldn't, as the 
horse slants where her knee would come. 
Of course a good rider doesn't ride a 
horse by his grip, but by balance, but 
when an emergency conies and the horse 
is frightened and jumps some sort of a 
grip is necessary, and the woman will 
find the best grip on hur sidesaddle. 

"A woman will have to be a much 
more skillful rider to ride astride t Iran 
tho other way. The reason it lias been 
so successfully tried in New York and 
other cities is because only women ac- 
customed all their lives to equestrian 
exercises are taking it up. Yon lot a be- 
ginner try it, and see tho failure. 

"For myself, 1 have no objection to 
it, onlyl know that it is nonsense for so 
many people to say that riding astride 
is a safer way of riding. Ono reason 
people have como to believe tho old way 
not safe is because if a woman is ever 
hurt riding the fact is published all 
over the country, while among tho same 
number of men more ore injured, only 
nothing is said about it. Anyway, even 
though you hear of women being hurt, 
you never hear of men being injured. 

"Then, again, you hear about tho 
twisted position. Well, I have no doubt 
that the crosswise position is rnoro com- 
fortable, but wo have never heard of a 
woman being deformed through riding 
as has always beeu tho custom. 

"As to tho grace? Well, that is en- 
tirely a matter of training the eye. If it 
were customary for women to ride in 
the new way, it would look just as 
graceful to us. A woman sits astride 
much straighter than a man. " — Buffalo 
Express. ^ 

Dressmaking Hints. 

Tho newest way of making the thin 
textiles is to have thorn separate from 
tho lining, which for tho bodice may bo 
high or low nocked, and iu either case 
como within tho scopo of fashion aud 
propriety. For convenience's sake, how- 
over, the outside skirt aud tho lining 
skirt of the thin gown are sometimes 
attached to tho same band. And a good 
thing to know is that, though crinolined 
skirts are fast being relegated to tho un- 
fashionable populace, it is very neces- 
sary to grasscloth tho silk petticoat 
that goes with a gauzy costume. Other- 
wise, unless the petticoat silk is of 
phenomenal stiffness, there will bo no 
set to the dainty rig you have meant to 
bo tho darling of your summer eye. And 
tho least damp will bring on a limpness 
that would make faint tho bravest heart.

London, July 20. —(Special)— Private T. 
H. Hayhurst, of Hamilton, Canada, won 
the Queen's prize at lilaley to-day, thiR 
boing tho first time tho priza hae boon won 
by Canada. Thoro ia in conaequonco great 
rejoicing in Canadian circles thia evening, 
and congratulations have been showered 
upon tho happy winner personally and by 
telegram through Major Markham com- 
manding his team, Tho winner's Bcoro was: 
First stage, '-DO. 500 ard 600 yards, 7 shots . .. 'Jo 
Second stage, 500 yards 1(1 snots, 600 yuids 15 

shots 102 

Third stage, SIO and 900 yards, 10 Bhots 82 

Total 270 

Two other Cunadiana, Skeddon of Hamil- 
ton and Spearing of Shorbrooke, got places 
in the final atugo, and finished creditably, 
but Hayhurat did exceptionally well, for ac 
tho end of tho second atago ho was eight 
points behind tho then loader. Hie score of 
27'J ia larger than has boon made sinoe the 
removal from Wimbledon to Bisley, exept 
that of last year when Ronnie of the ,'ird 
Lanark won with 283, the best over record- 
ed, the few preceding years' scores being 
274, 277, 269 and 27S. 

Hayhurst of the Canadian team, and Pri- 
vate Boyd of tho Third Lanarkshire Regi- 
ment, tied with 279, and to decide tho tie 
they fired three uhote at tho 900 yarda 
range. The largo crowd assembled mani- 
fested tho greatest interest, and when the 
men started to ehoot all tho other compoti 
tors gathered around them keenly watch- 
ing their movements. The two marksmen 
Bhook hands, and by agroement each had a 
sighting shot. Boyd firing firat made 
a bullB-cyt', and Hayhurst followed with a 
magpie. Then the score oommenced. 
Boyd led with an inner, •( points, to an 
outer, 2, for Hayhurst. When Boyd fired 
again tho target did not move, and the shot 
being challenged tho spectators waited in 
breathless silence while In response to 
a ohalloDg., the target was lowered for ex- 
amination. The challenge did not avail, 
howerod, as the shot was found to have been 
a miss — whioh would bo the outcome of oven 
a slight tremor at this range. Hayhurst 
with his second shot got an inner, and as 
the mon laid down to fire the third round, 
it was known that Hoyhurst had only to 
make another inner to win. This he did. 
Boyd with hie third shot found the bulla 
eye, but his total wob only 9, to 10 for the 
Canadian sharpshooter. 

Hayhurst's viotory was received with im- 
mense enthusiasm. Ho is the firat C&no. 
dian to rocoivo tho Queon'a priz3. He was 
carried in triumph to tbo enclosure, where 
his rifle was tested and found correct in 
pull, and tho gold badgo was pinned on his 
breast. Boyd is one of the leading marks- 
men of Scotland. Ho made 103 out of a 
possible 105 at the Darnley meeting. 

The Queen'a Prize consiata of £250, the 
annual gift of Her Majesty Queen Victoria 
ever since tho first N. R. A. meeting in 
1800. With it the AsBooiation present a 
gold modal and gold badgo ; and the winner 
is entitled to have the highly honorablo dis- 
tinctive letters (G. M ) placed after hia 
name wherever it appears in a rifla ehooting 
prize list.

Privato T. H. Hayhurst came to Caoada 
a few years ago, and joaied tho Thirteenth 
battalion of Hamilton, ono of tho host shoot- 
ing corps in the Dominion, and which, by 
the way, has three membera on the Bisley 
team of thiB yoar. He was one of the Can- 
adian •dum of 1894, and at the D. K. A 
meeting at Ottawa last fall secured first 
place on tho team for 1895, having been 
fourth in the grand uggrogato and moving 
up to the front by his ecoro of 94 in the 
Governor General's match, His Excellency's 
prize being taken w ith 95 on that occ.iBion.

Fours Ka".e at the Esqui- 
mau Regatta, 

Vancouver tho Choice as the Place 
for Next Year's Meet of the 
Oarsnieu. 



WINNIPEG, July 20.— H. Galbralbli, tho 
representative of Taylor & Sons' safes here, 
died suddenly yesterday. 



Tho big event in the great regatta was 
won by the James Bays, and in consequence 
the C.P.R challenge cup and banner comes 
to Victoria. Tho day was a perfect one for 
boat racing on Eequimalt harbor and every- 
thing went) like clockwork. Essb of al' 
there was not a singlo accident in tho great 
senior foura race, so that it wus won fairly 
and tquarely on ita merits. 

Yesterday morning tho N.P.A.A.O. held 
their annual meeting at tho Driard, tho 
various o'ubs in tho i^oociation being repro 
oentod oaeh by two memborB aa follows : 
Burrard Inlet Rowing Club, Vancouver 
Sheriff Hall and H. W. Kent; Soattlo 
Athletic Club, W. B- Goodwin and A. J 
Balliet ; Willametto Rowing Club, L 
Quackenbusil and W. A. Rohb ; Portland 
Rowing Club, Dr. Nuun and R. L Glieon ; 
Vaneouvor Rowing Club, — Bodwell and J. 

H. Senkler ; James Bay Athlotio Associa- 
tion, J. Stuart Yates and H O. Pinlaison. 
Dr. Nunn occupied tho chair and Mr. Bod- 
well as sooretary. 

The secretary's report for tho year ro- 
ported tho association in a satisfactory con- 
dition. It noted, however, a lack of inter- 
eat in singlo and doublo aoull events, and 
suggested that Bteps bo taken to romedy 
this in futuro regattas.
